MAKES MOTHER HAPPY. 


” Pwo young boys, brothers, entered a new 
land yesterday, one they had heard described 
in fairy books and by their mother, but had 
never before seen, much less inspected 
closely. 

They are Floyd Keefe and Kenneth Keefe, 
aged 6 and 2 years. Friday their prospects 
did not seem bright. Their mother loved 
them and that wae much, but her jove-was 
#0 great that she was willing to sacrifice 
their companionship that they might benefit. 

She knew she could not afford to edt@ate 
them eas she would like to have them edu- 
cated, and at best their lives would be often 
joyless at the start and perhaps profitleas 
at the end. And because she ‘was a mother 
she cared’ more forhem than for herself. 


Wards of Gordon Strong. 

Between sunrise and sunset everything wag 
changed. The boys had entered the family of 
Gordon Strong, the real-estate dealer, who 
had just removed to the house at 61 Bellevue 
street. Instead of having to help in house- 
hold work they faced a chance for an edu- 
cation, a start in life as their traits might 
dictate, and a guardian that will treat them 
as if they were his own sons. 

But.all the good things were not with the 
boys. A greater satisfaction than they felt 
was that of Mr. Strong. He has no children 
of his own and has long wanted them. When 
the Keefe boys appeared, through the recom- 
mendations of Dr. Lindsay Wynekoop, Mr. 
Strong opened his arms. 

‘The boys had their first real meeting with 
their guardian at night..

Elizabeth, N. J., May 25.—With all the em- 
phasis at his command Col. Roosevelt de- 
clared today that he would not permit “ dis- 
credited politicians and bosses’ to take con- 


| trol of the Republican national convention. 


He asserted that professional! politicians In 
the past had been accustomed to try “ strong 
arm tactics.’ 

“ I won't stand for it a moment,” he said. 

Col. Roosevelt made these statements in 


| what he called a“ fighting speech " at Plain- 


field toward the close of the most spectacular 
of his days of campaigning in this state. 


Says Opponents Mean to Cheat. 


“Our opponents have no thought of win- 


“ The national committee is sup- 


: posed to pass upon the rights of delegates to 


sit in the convention. If it chooses it can 
turn out delegates lawfully elected by the 
people and put in others. It is therefore 
vital to have a national committee that 
really represents the people. 

“Our opponents have shown that they ih- 
tend to try to use the national committeemen 
who have been beaten in their own states 
to sit in judgment in the convention that 
represents victory over them. 

“For example, we have thrashed the 
bosses in Illinois and. Pennsylvania, but the 
national committeemen who sit in the con- 
vention from those states represent not our 
seventy delegates in Pennsylvania but our. 
opponents’ six; we got fifty-four in Hiinois, 
our opponents got two. 

Will Tolerate No Chicane, 

“TI want our opponents to understand this: 
If the people are againgt me | have nothing 
to say, but if the people are for me and dis- 
credited bosses and politicians try to upset 
us, I shall have a great deal to say, and | 
won't stand for it a moment. 

“We will not permit the representatives 
of special privilege to upset the verdict that 
the people have come to. We mean every 
word we say. 

“ When we went into this fight we went in 
on the assumption that the people had the 
right to decide who their candidate should 
be. The professional politiciang have been 
accustomed to try ‘strong arm ’ tactics, and 
could do so with impunity when the fight rep- 
resented a contest between two factions. It 
ig not that sort of a fightthigtime. It is the 
people against the bosses, and I serve notice 
that the bosees will not be allowed to upset 
the will of the people. 

Will Put Through His Platform. 

“Tt is win or lose with us. In Chicago we 
intend to put through our platform. We in- 
tend that it shall declare outright for popular 
rule. We are tired of the rule of the bosses.” 

President Taft's expression of belief that 
he will win the nomination wae referred to 
by Col. Roosevelt here tonight. 

“TT see that Mr. Taft says he is going to 
win,” the colonel began. ‘ Well, during his 
Ohio campaign he announced that the de

FLIES 90 MILES 
INTO MILWAUKEE 


Farnum Fish, High School 
Boy Aviator, Makes New, 
Record for Over Wa- 
ter Trip.

VOLPLANES 6,000 FEET. 


Thousands Watch Youth Grace- 
fully Glide Into Lake Park 
on Schedule; His 
Time Is 2:06. 


Milwaukee, Wis., May 2.—(Special.)— 
While thousands of Milwaukeeans gazed 
skyward, Farnum T. Fish, Los Angeles 
High school boy aviator, circled over the 
city and landed in Lake park at 1:25 p. m., 
completing his fight from Chicago and 
breaking the world’s over water flight rec- 
ord. The trip was made in two hours aad 
six minutes. 

Previous to Fish'’s flight the overwater 
record. was held by Paulhan, who covered @ 
distance of seventy-eight miles. The dis- 
tance covered by Fish is about ninety miles. 

Figh made the trip in good order, passing 
the stations along the lake shore as he had 
planned; arriving on schedule and landing 
in the spot selected for thé purpose. When 
he reached Milwaukee, Fish says, he was 
6,000 feet in the air. He ran out of gasoline 
while over the city, and volpianed .or a long 
distance. 

Carrying with him a package of silk weigh- 
ing seventy-five pounds, consigned to a 
local department store, Fish demonstrated 
the usefulness of an aeroplane as a means of 
handling light freight. 

Start Under Favorable Conditions. 

The arrival ‘of the aviator was waiched by 
large crowds, which had been advised of his 
coming. Bombs were discharged along the 
lake front when his biplane first hove in sight 
and before he could be clearly seen the tops 
of buildings through the downtown district 
were black with people, straining eyes and 
necks in an effort to catch a first glimpse of 
the birdman. 

The start was made at 11:19 from the Cicero 
aviation field at Chicago under conditions 
that were most favorable. Only ea slight 
east wind was blowing. Fish circled the 
field several times, rising gradually to 
height of 2,000 feet. when he headed north 
over the lake. He had announced that he ex- 
pected to maintain a speed of fifty miles an 
hour. Allowing for the deviation of his 
course his schedule shows he was successful.’ 

Fort Sheridan was passed at 11:55 o'clock 
and at.12:06 o'clock the airship was seen 
hovering over Waukegan. Fish still main- 
tained his high altitude and appeared to be 
r making good time withoutHrouble. Kenosha 
was passed at 12:30 o'clock and fifteen min- 
utes later Racine watchers caught their frst 
glimpse of him. 


Wind Blows Fish Inshore. 

Arrangements had been made by the Chi- 
eago and Northwestern road to maintain a 
watch of the fight. Telegraph operators re 
ported from the lake shore stations ag the 
aeroplane appeared, and those who were 
awaiting the arrival were notified of his ap- 
proach. As he passed Kenosha, a strong 
east wind blew Fish inshore, but he was 
back, holding his course, when he had 
crossed Racine. 

At 1:06 o'clock the first bombs along the 
lake shore boomed out their notice. Almost 
simultaneously Fish appeared in view. His 
airship, searcely discernible against the 
smoke etreake to the south of the city, could 
be dimly seen lined faintly against the sky. 

Gradually the aeroplane grew, and as it 
approached the watchers on the buildings 
imagined it wae rising. As Fish passed the 
southern city limits he headed his ship west, 
swinging over the center of the south side, 
then he headed aga'n to the north, following 
@ course that brought him well up to the 
northwest side. He was provided with emal! 
handbills, and these he dropped eas he sped 
along.

Thinks Legislative System Weak. 
The governor said, tn part: 

“TI think the principal weakness of our 
political system and the one which is per- 
haps most subject to just criticiam is our 
legi#lative system. I do not mean to say 
that this weakness is inherent, but that it 
arises from the deliberate manipulation of 
the system by those who have become skilled 
in turning what was framed to serve great 
public purposes to serve their own interests 
or ambitions. That our political history 
has been too much Hable to this criticism 
is only too manifest. That measures of the 
highest importance to the public welfare 
have been smothered in legislative commit- 
tees to which they have been referred with 
that object in view; that such measures, 
have been denied discussion and a vote upon 
the floor of the general assembly is a matter 
of common knewledge. 


-Pelis of Difficulty, 

* It is so difficult to trace and fix actual re- 
sponsibility for legislative misconduct be- 
cause of the numbers involved and the neces- 
sary division of responsibility that in my 
judgment the remedy must lie in a general 
revision of the rules governing the organiza- 
tion and procedure of our genera] assembly 
so ap to give to the -legi#lative body as a 
whole greater powers of control over the 
course of legislation. 

“Jt seems to me that one of the greatest 
anomalies of our political system is the 
autocratic power exercised by the officers 
presiding over our legislative bodies. The 
exercise of the power of the gavel in opposi- 
tion to the known and often to the vociferous- 
ly expressed wish of the legislative majority 
js certainly often a travesty upon govern- 
ment in which majority rule is supposed to o be 
a fundamental principle.

Mary Greske and Jennie Larek, Polish girls 
from Oshkosh, Wis., during a few months in 
Chicago have aroused state and city labor 
and charity commissions and spurred on the 
activities of the federal government against 
traffic in Women. Now they are ready to go 


They said they hed no idea of the at-. | 
ventures that would overtake them when | 


they came here to seek work as maida, else 
they would never have ventured from the 
Parental roof, They have been taken twice 
from questionable places, where they had 
been sent by employment agents. 

When the girls came from Oshkosh they 
sought an old friend, Mrs. Julius Berzenka. 
434 street, a former resident of 
their home eity. The girls secured work as 
maids with private families. They workeé 
from 6 a..m. to $ p. m. for a week, but they 
could not Collect their wages. Finding their 
money running low, they remained at Mrs. 
Bresenka’s house again until they found 
work. This time the giris decided they would 
try a hotel, as their experiences with private 
families had been unfortunate. 


Go to Woman Employment Agent. 

Mre. Berzenka reaommended the employ- 
ment agency of Mrs. Michelina Sawicka. 442 
East Thirty-first street, as Mrs, Sawicke 
always had secured good places for her be- 
fore she. was married. Mary and Jennie 
hurried over to Mrs. Sawicka, who told them 
she caukd send them to the Bon Ton café, at 
47 Weet Twentieth street. The girls paid 
her 26 cents apiece fees. 

When Mary dnd Jennie arrived at the café 
John Katehos, one of the proprietora, met 
them at the door. In telling their story they 
said he explained they were to clean the 
rooms on all three floors, and were to collect 
the money from transient couples who oc- 
cupied the rooms. The girl# were given a 
room on the second floor and told that their 
meals would be served in their room. 

Mary and Jennie noticed all drinke were 
served from the saloon at eil times of the 
day and night, but thought this a part of 
city~ life. 

Find Powder in Wine. 

The first day the bartender asked the giris 
how they liked the place. He assured them 
they would like it after a week, “ as all the 
girls did.’”’ 

The second night the waiter brought up two 
giasses of wine on the tray with their meala 
The waiter told them the proprietor was 
willing to let them have all the wine they 
wanted. 

When the doér closed the gtris found a 
sediment at the bottom of each glass. They 
tossed the wine out of the window. Soon 
the waiter knocked on their door to ask if 
they cared to order more wine The girls 
slammed the door in his face. They felt ner- 
vous all during the night, but they needed 
the $6 for a week's work, and decided to stay 
at the Greek’s place to draw their wages, 


Woman Screams in Corridor. 

On the third night they were startled by 
a woman’s scream in the corridors and found 
a woman with her head bleeding hying in 
the hall. The woman’s nusband had found 
her there and was angry. Thé woman was 
hurried to a hospital in an ambulance. The 


‘gtrig remained awake all night from fright 


and almost were persuaded to leave thenext 
day. 

The next day they eald John Katehos visit- 
ef them in their room. . They ordered him 
out. He told them he had more right there 
than they did. He even laid hands on Mary, 
they said, pushing her against the wall. 
She told him to ” Go long,” and he went. 


Rescued by Friend. 

In the meantime Julius Berzenke, husband 
of the girls’ friend, visited the Bon Ton place. 
He immediately demanded the girls’ pay and 
took Mary and Jennie home with him to his 
wife. Mrs. Berzenka ed Clifford J. 
Roe, general counsel for the American Vigi- 
lance association, who in turn notified 
William H. Cruden, state supervisor of 
private employment agencies. Mr. Cruden 
set the law working against Mrs. Sawicka, 
the employment agent who had sent the giris 
to the Greek café. No employment agent is 
permitted by law to supply questionable 
places with help. 

The labor commission, composed of five 
men, was called in four days and witnesses 
summoned. Michael H. Madden, Frank B, 
Mott of Galesburg, John C. Peters of Carbon- 
dale, David Ross of Springfield, and Mr. Cru- 
den are members of this commission. They 
heard the testimony on Monday and revoked 
Mrs. Sawicka’s lMoense. She has conducted 
an employment agency for twenty years.

Am appeal to the United States Court of 
Appeals yesterday was granted in the case 
of Hedwig Holecek, 16 year old daughter of 
Mrs. Sadie Janasek, 4422 South State street, 
by Judge Carpenter. 

The court previously decided et @ final 
hearing of the mother’s petition that he 
could not issue @ writ preventing girl's 
deportation, and remanded her into the cus- 
tody of Percy L. Prentias, in charge of the 
immigration bureau, Inspector Prentiss was 
instructed to keep the girl in Chicago until 
the issue is settled finally. 

Immigration authorities alleged that Mra. 
Janasek, held by the Juvenile court an im- 
proper guardian, has been living illicitly 
with Anthony Kronenberg, a “ spiritualist,” 
and that her home was note proper piace for 
the girl. 


Kronenberg and Mrs. Janasek were mar- 


ried on Thursday, Attorney Amos R. Mer- 
ston said, in order to make matters better. 
This did not heip any th court, however. 

The girl was about to be deported on « 
warrant from the secretary of commerceand 
labor charging she was dependant and about 
to become a public charge, when Judge Car- 
penter issued a temporary writ. She was 
taken from the custody of Inspector Plumlee 
of the Immigration bureau at the Le Salle 
street depot a few moments previous to the 
time for boarding a train for New York city.

It must have an annual 
audit by certified public accountants.

Maneger Frank L. Chance of the Chicage 
Cubs is one of the comparatively few base- 
ball players who have shared as partners in 
the. great prosperity and growth .of the na- 
tional pastime within the last decade. When 
Cc. W. Murphy in the fall of 1905 secured 


| from Charles P. Taft of Cincinnati the 


money lacking to swing the deal for the pur- 
chase of the west afde club Chance secured 
a@.10 per cent interest on the same terms as 
Murphy secured a majority holding. 

In 1906 the Cubs won the National league 
pennant and lost the world's championship 
to the White Sox. The club that year prac- 
tically itself out. Chance's share of the 
profits within 850 of the cost of his 10 
per cent interest. The amount was made 
up to him as a sentimental present. 

In 1898, only eight years before, Chance, 
without even a minor league reputation, 
Joined the Cubs at a salary of $1,200 a year.

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the age of sixteen he defeated Henry 
Myers of Rochester for the championship 
ef Northern Indiana. 

Shortly after this he went to Lafayette 
to conduct a room there, and for a time 
practiced regularly with Parker, A. Byers, 
then champion of the Hoosier state From 
Byers the young player learned much of 
the sclence of the game. When Byers 
left Lafayetie the title fell to Morning- 
star. Anxious to see the champions of 
the day Ora went to Chicago to see the 


memorable match between Jake Schaefer 
and Frank Ives, in which the wisard won, 
4,000 to 3,055, having to get 1,805 points 
on the final night to 800 by Ives. This was 
the year in which George Sutton made his 
first appearance in a championship billiard 
match when he played Joe Capron for the 
championship of Canada, 


‘Morningstar met Tom Gallagher, then 
one of the leading shortstops of the coun- 
try, and the latter soon recognized that 
the young player Ned great ability. They 
practiced together and in this way Morn- 
ingstar met a number of the leading play- 
ers of the country, among them Maurice 
Daly, who offered the ambitious youngster 
a position in his room at New York. In 
Gotham he played with and watched ell 
the big fellows. At the age of 27 he won 
the shortstop tournament there, among 
the defeated players being Tom Galiagher. 


In 1901 Morningstar made his first essay 
et world's championship honors, com- 
peting at Medison Square Garden for the 
18-1 title. He won only one game, Sutton 
being the victim. 

—— 

Subsequentiy Ora played ea number of 
matches in Mexico, where he defeated the 
leading Spanish players. In 1004 he went 
to France and for three years played in 
the academy there and studied painting. 
After his fine play in Paris he returned 
back’ home stronger in the belief he could 
win the world’s champiqnship, but at 
his first trial at New York in 1906, he 
finished last in the firat tournament of 
the second series for the 18-2 title. This 
was the biggest money tournament ever 
held, the prize Hst amounting to $8,960. 
Slosson won first money. 

In January, 1907, Morningstar was beaten 
by Sutton, 500 to 472 at Chicago, and a year 
later at New York Sutton again won, 500 
to 309. In April. 1909; Morningstar realized 
the height of his ambition, winning the title 
in the tournament at New York. For 
business reasons be returned the emblem 
to the Brunswick company, the donors, and 
for a time retired from the championship

Morningstar has traveled all over this 
continent with Willie Hoppe and is known 
wherever billiards is played.

NO CHANCE FOR MEETING, 


Champion Refuses to Consider @ 
Match with Cuban, but May 
Play Rubinstein.

' While José R. Capablanca, the Cubas 
champion and challenger for the title of 
world's champion, is in Chicago on his third 
annual tour of this country, Dr. Lasker’s 
latest action in his controversy with Capa- 
blanca can be presented to chess readera. 
The champion disregards the action of Wai- 
ter Penn Shipley, the referee. 

In . Shipley’s lengthy letter to Dr. Las. 
ker he among other things. “ From tbr. 
pub correspondence I do not see thy. 
Capab intended to charge you with 
being or to strike a blow against 
your professional honor. In fact; it is my 
belief that he had no such intentién. and, 
while the language used in portions of Capae 
blanca'’s reply to your comditions for the 
match may be undiplomatic, I think suck 
portions are capable of a reasonable and not 
unfriendly explanation.” 

Critics Agree with Shipley. 

Competent chess critics and masters all’ 
over the world have expressed similar views 
on the subject, but, under date of May 5, 
Dr. Lasker writes ag follows: “ Capabiance 
has not protested in the proper manner, and 
I therefore have the formal right to end 
these negotiationa 

“Of that right I make use. Capabdlanca’s 
way of writing may in genere!l have been 
merely undiplomatic, but in one point it was 
more then that He has charged me with 
having put an obviously unfair condition. 
Obviously unfair is the same as deliberately 
unfeir. In the future I shall consider Cape- 
blanca as one who has challenged me with 
the purpose of raising a quarrel. 

Russian Has Good Record. 

The Russian champion has a very good ree 
ord, and is fully entitled to challenge, but, of 
course, Capablanca cannot be sidetracked by 
Dr. Lasker in such a manner.

There is, too, a leaven of humor in the newer 
crook play, and it offers better entertainment 
generally.

We cannot make first page news of 
the goings and comings of crooks, high and 
low, without reaping the consequences. And 
so, if it Is to be done, it were better that it 
were done quickly, as Macbeth concluded in 
the case of Duncan’s murder.

The Bible will tell you that if you are simply 
interested in other people, are frank and 
honest, and free ftom humbug, and are 
gentle and:merciful even to absurd people, 
you will possess and exercise a real and 
subtle charm and fascination. And it says 
that in matters of the exercise of real au- 
thority, it is character that tells even more 
than intellect, and the man of inner 
self-poise is sought after as a euide mgr | 
than the merely clever person. 

What is wanted to acquire all this power is 
not a “ new grandfather,”’ but the deepening 
of the content of one’s own personality. And 
the Bible will tell you frankly what militates 
against personal power. For instance, ex- 
cessive preoccupation with the surface things 
of life depresses a man’s personal power. 
To be forceful you must be “ intense,” must 
not be engaged too much with the external 
factors of life. Again; it says that a bad 
Conscience weakens a man’s “ control ” over 
others. Sin depersonalizes; tends to make a 
man less of a person, more of a thing. A 
white conscience is a sine qua non if a man 
wants to possess permanent mdémentum as 
he moves about among men.

Personality counts for a great deal In any 
line of retail trade, and the salesman who has 
the happy faculty of knowing how to treat 
all kinds of customers courteously and pleas- 
antly is the one whose sales book will show 
the best record. He must also be a good 
judge of human nature and be able to adapt 
himself to meet every type of temperament. 
That is where practical psychology is suc- 
cessfully applied to business. 

In nine out of ten cases the initial sale made 
to a customer determines whether or not 
that person will become a regular patron of 
the store. The only way to be sure of ac- 
complishing that end is to exert every energy 
to please buyers. A successful retail store 
depends on pleased customers for its patron- 
age and it can only retain them by having in 
its employ saleemen who are capable of mak- 
ing pleased customers. 

Successful salesmen command good talaries 
in all lines of trade, because they are vital 
factors in producing the businese, Training 
makes salesmen and very often men who 
started in as cash boys have rteren until they 
are now post graduates in salesmanship and 
are occupying positions as department man- 
agers and buyers. 

The same qualifications for successful sales- 
manship apply to both men and women. It 
is up to the individual to demonstrate his or 
her ability to “ make good.” 

* 
An Example of Success. 

T think the best example of how e green, 
inexperienced youth made a success as a 
retail salesman, came under my obeserva- 
tion about fifteen years ago. Today, 
young man is assistant merchandise 
which is one of the most responsible posi- 
tions in a department etore. 

When he began, this boy could hardly 
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speak a word of English. In fact, he was 
freeh from the fatherland, and no one would 
have guessed, by looking at him, that he 


possessed any of the qualifications that ° 


would eventually put him at the top. But 
I have learned that it isn’t a good plan to 
judge people by appearances. Some of the 
most successful businese men I ever knew 
impressed me on first meeting as being con- 
siderably lacking incaliber. But they proved 
their worth by their accomplishments, and 
that was what this German boy did. 

His first job was that of truckman in the 
stock department, and for two years he 
trundied heavy loads of merchandise around, 
distributing them to the different depart- 
ments. Such work required brawn, but not 
very much brains. But that fact did not 
keep the youth from applying thought to 
his duties, and that is where he gave the 
first demonstration of hie worth.

Profits in Poultry Raising.

BH muet look to this season's pulléts 
for our neat fall and early winter 
layers. 

The big profite on eggs will come 

from the pullets that are now baby 

ehicks, and it je therefore very important 
that we keep these chicks growing steadil.y 
so as to have them matured to the laying 


stage before the cold weather setsin. If the - 


youngeters have the proper care and feed 
they should be well along to the laying stage 
by October, or early in November. Pullets 
that start laying in October are the most 
desirabie, and every effort should be put for- 
werd to bring this about. 

‘Every poultry raiser can have his chicks 
grow steadily, and if there is any retarding 
in growth, nine times cut of ten the fault lies 
with him, and upon investigation it will be 
found that the setback comes from negiect 
or carelessness in one direction or another. 
In some cases the vitality of the parent stock 
causes slow development, but in most in- 

‘ stances the raiser is reaping the harvest of 
inattention and paying dearly for his care- 


8 
Overcrowding of Chicks. . 
' There are various causes that check the 
growth of chicks, and overcrowding in the 
oolony houses ig one of the most common of 
these. The amateur poultry raiser often 
puts a flock of chicks in a colony house 
when they are 6 to 8 weeks old, and does 
not realize how rapidly these little fellows 
grow. Consequently they are soon cramped 
im thefr quarters. A bunch of chicks crowded 
into olose quarters at night will perspire, and 
when turned out in the morning will have 
little yitality. Growing chicks must have lots 
of sleep if their vitality is to be retained and 
if you expect them to be Hvely and hard at 
work during the daytime. 

Tt ip a good idea to separate the cockerels 
from the pullets as soon as sex can be ascer- 
tained, which in the American breeds is when 
they are about ten or twelve weeks old. This 
will give the pullets more room, assisting 
materially in their growth and making it 
possible for the cocKkereis to be fed fattening 
foods so as to develop them into broilers. 

s 


Filth Checks Growth. 

Filth is another check to growth and also 
brings on many of the diseases peculiar to 
the feathered tribe. Filth causes vermin, 
and there is nothing that will set the chicks 
back quicker than being covered with lice 
and mites. They simply cannot grow when 
these pests are present. Thousands of chicks 
die each year from this one cause alone, to 
say nothing of the many thousands of under- 
aized, scrubby specimens which pull through 
but are not fit for anything. It would be far 
better if these had been killed instead of 
being permitted to roam about, only to de- 
teriorate the vigor and vitality of a flock. 

The coops should be cleaned regularity. 
Theat does not mean once each month, but ag 
least once a week or even oftener. How often 
@ coop should be cleaned dependsa great 
deal upon the number of birds it contains 
and what material is used for a floor cover- 
ing. The writer ts a firm believer in using 
disinfectants liberally and would never think 
of cleaning e@ coop without using a good dis- 
infectant. Disinfectants purify the air and 
prevent lice and mites from accumulating. 

s s 


Ventilation Necessary. 

Proper ventilation of the coops tg another 
factor assisting to the growth and health of 
the chicks. Fresh air and lots of it, without 
a direct draft, is most important during Ye 
sleeping hours. Many beginners house their 
chicks too closely, fearing fresh air will chill 
them. Any kind of stock having fresh, pure 
air to breathe at all times will develop into 
hardy specimens, whereas too closely housed 
stock will be delicate and susceptible to dis- 
ease. After the chicks are sufficiently devel- 
oped it is advisable to put them into open 
front houses. This is just as important in 
the growing stock as it is with the laying 
hens, and wherever this plan of housing has 
been used its beneficial] effect has been no- 
ticeable in every instance. 

Two important items which go a long way 

‘oward promoting a steady growth are clean, 
fresh water and clean, well balanced food, 
Never use a drinking vessel] that cannot be 
easily cleaned. EDvery drinking fountain, no } 
matter what kind or make, should be cleaned 
every day. A scrubbing with a good disin-

Variety of Food Needed. 

Good, clean, well balanced commercial 
poultry food, and a dry mash is the proper 
feed for growing stock,@but do not neglect 
to supply them with animal matter, and 
plenty of green food, good sharp grit, and 
charcoal. Do'not expect the youngsters to 
get along on nothing but cracked corn. They 
want a variety of grains properly mixed, and 
of a kind free from sweepings, and also free 
from a mixture of weed seeds. Close at- 
tention should be paid to the condition of all 
feed. Musty foods should be discarded. 

If these few suggestions are carefully 
followed there is no reason why the chicks 
should not grow steadily and develop into 
early laying pullets and good healthy cock- 
ere!s. 

Reporte received from various parts of 
the country indicate that thete will be @ 
acarcity in poultry products next fall and 
winter. It is safe to say that up to this time 
the poultry crop is less than half what ft 
was last year. This is due to the severe 
winter and the unfavorable weather condi- 
tions early this spring. The extremely cold 
weather last winter had a bad effect on the 
breeding stock, affecting the fertility of the 
eges, and in some cases reducing the vitali- 
ty of the chicks. 

me * 
Early Hatches Poor. _ 

The early hatches were very poor, many 
of the otherwise successfu! breeders report- 
ing the percentage far below that of last 
year. The early spring days were anything 
but favorable to successful chick raising. 
and reports come from many breeders that 
early hatched pullets wil) be at a premium 
next fall. 

Any one who Its at all posted on the poul- 
try business knows that we must depend 
upon the pullets for a big part of the egg 
supply. When the puliet crop is short, the 
egg supply is affected considerably, and, of 
course, when eggs are scarce the prices go 
soaring up. Those who thought they were 
paying a big price for eggs last winter may 
not look for better market conditions next 
winter: in fact, the indications now are that 
prices will be still higher. 

An advanced price is also likely on broil- 
ers and roasters. The Thanksgiving turkey 
may also be affected by these conditions. 
The turkey crop has been falling off for sev- 
eral years past. 

In -view of these facts, lucky is the man 
who has @ backyard poultry pliant these 
days.

Questions and Answers. 

Poultry Editor Tribune: Are any of the 
American breeds fit for capons? Is there al- 
ways a demand for them? O. N. A. 

Answer—The American breeds are all right 
to caponize. There is alwayr a good market 
for capons. 

Poultry Pditor Tribune: Are Indian Run- 
ner ducks profitable to raise? Can they stand 
confinement? Is a lot 75 by 100 feet large 
enough for, say, fifty ducks? A REGULAR. 

Answer—lIndian Runner ducks have proved 
themselves profitable. They, are the best 
layers of any of the duck varieties, and the 
flavor of the eggs is not so strong as other 
duck eggs. We know of a party who sold 
them for hen eggs, and the customer did not 
detect the difference. Yes, they do well in 
close quarters, and your lot would accommo- 

date fifty,©provided, of course, 
them the proper attention. 

Poultry Editor Tribune: I am thinking of 
starting in the chicken business and want to 
ask you whether I should breed several va- 
rieties, one for egga, one for broilers, and 
one for fancy, or if it is best to keep one 
breed only? D. L. T. 

Answer—lIf you area beginner, it is advis- 
abe to keep one breed only to start with. 
You can select one variety which will cover 
the three objects you have in mind, eggs, 
broilers, and fancy.

From a third Rue de la Paix house come some chic 
models which have wide draped girdles and bows as 
wide made of great widths of soft satin in two big 
crushed loops and short fringed ends and placed at the 
left side of the girdle under the arm—a curious arrange- 
ment which !s more successful than it sounds. 


Sometimes there are long sash ends without a girdle 
or sash ends of one material with a draped girdle of an- 
other. One of these was formed by two wide satin 
scarfs rounded at the ends and widening just a little 
towards the ends. These sashes take their departure 
from under & flat plaited motif held by loops and buttons 
and into the upper part of each satin end is set a motif 
of lace running down in a point into the satin. 

Short ends, with or without full, fluffy bows, are even 
more used than long ones and often start from a buckle 
or ornament rather than from a knot or bow. The 
buckle o> ornament may be of metal or jeweled, but fre- 
quently is made from the scarf material, corded, shirred, 
and used to cover a form. This is particularly the case 
with taffeta, which lends itself admirably to such treat- 
ment, and taffeta is chosen for the girdle in place of 
satin on many of the new models. 


All sorts of eccentric devices make new sashes smart 
and unusual. One model has one end much longer than 
the other, almost four times as long, in fact; but the 
result is wonderfully graceful and” much smarter than 
would be an old fashioned sash with equal ends. Ane 
other sash was designed espécially for dainty lingerie 
frocks. It is made of peach pink satin ribbon of soft 
but heavy quality and is trimmed with frills of narrow 
pompadour ribbon in shades of hyacinth, lilac, and pale 
blue.

English Dessert Much Favored. 

CASSEL PUDDING.—This wasa dessert 
we often ordered from our. London lodging 
house keeper, and it was favored by the 
friends to whom we introduced it. 

Take the weight of two eggs in butter, in 
sugar and in flour, rub together the butter 
and the sugar, and add to them the grated 
peel of half a lemon and the yolks of two 
eggs, beaten light. Stirin the flour and last 
of all the whipped whites of the eggs and a 
half teaspoonful of baking powder. Grease 
small, deep patty pans and bake the pud- 
ding in these for about half an hour and 
turn out on a hot dish. Eat with hard 
sauce. 

A YORKSHIRE TART.—Line the bot- 
tom of a deep baking dish with good pastry 
and spread on it a layer of preserved 
peaches or peach jam, mixed with a little 
preserved ginger cut into small pieces. 
Wefgh two eggs, take their weight in su- 
gar, in butter and in flour, cream the but- 
ter and sugar, add to them the eggs, 
whipped light and then put in the flour 
mixed with a half teaspoonful. of baking 
powder. Pour this mixture over the pre- 
serves in the dish, and bake to a good 
brown. A few minutes before taking the 
dish from the oven rub the top of the paste 
with butter or with raw egg. 

HAWORTH TEA CAKES. —Rub a ear. 
ter of a pound of butter into a pound of 
flour, first sifting a little salt with the flour. 
Dissolve half a yeast cake in a couple of 
tablespoonfuls of warm water, put this 
with the flour and pour in enough milk to 
make a dough as soft as can be handled. 
This must be rolled out into a thin sheet 
and cut into cakes about the size of a small 
Saucer and put in a warm place to rise. 
‘They should puff up to be about three 
times as thick as they were in thé first 
place. If they are in a warm place this 
will require about an hour. Bake quickly, 
split and butter while hot and serve cut in 
quarters. Delicious with Devonshire 
cream or with jam—or both. |

Squeeze ‘the stewed fruit in a vegetable 
Press and to a pint of the juice allow a 
pound of white sugar, put them together 
over the fire and bring to a boil. While 
the juice and sugar are cooking beat six 
eggs light in a bowl, turn the boiling juice 
upon them, and when welj mixed return 
to the fire and cook until the mixture 
thickens, continuing the beating all the 
while. When it is thick pour it into a ves- 
sel to cool, beating for a few minutes 
longer, and then let it become cold before 
serving it; if you wish, you can freeze it, 
hut we never had this in Switzerland or 
France, but only the chilled dessert. It 
is delicious.

Baked Egg Plant. 

AUBERGINES AU GRATIN.—To trans- 
late this into kitchen English and Amert- 
can market terms we would call this per- 
haps baked eggplant. The aubergine is 
smaller and more delicate than our egg- 
plant but much like it in appearance and 


flavor. The eggplant makes an excellent 


substitute. Slice and peel this, after you 
have parboiled the eggplant. Lay the 
slices in,a pudding dish, strew crumbs 
and grated cheese on each layer, pour a 
white sauce over all, sprinke more grated 
cheese on top and bake vovered for twenty 
minutes. Uncover and brown, eat and be 
thankful! The aubergines we used to 
have in Paris were a revelation in savori- 


ness and the American eggplant should. 


prove equally toothsome, if rightly pre- 
pared. 

PARISIAN STUFFED TOMA'TOES.-- 
Select half a dozen firm tomatoes, of unl- 
form size, slice the top from each and 
scoop out the seeds, taking pains not to 
break the sides of the tomato. Mix a 
cupful of fine breadcrumbs with a half 
teaspoonful of sweet herbs minced fine. a 
teaspoonful of grated !emon peel and salt 
and pepper at discretion. To this add a 
heaping tablespoonful of butter, melted, 
and a beaten egg, fill the tomatoes with 
this forcemeat, lay the tops on again and 
fasten in place with a toothpick or a piece 
of thread. Roll the tomatoes first in raw 
egg beaten up with a little water, then in 
fine breadcrumbs, arrange in a pan and 
bake fifteen minutes in a steady oven. 
Take off the threads or draw out the tooth- 
picks before sending the tomatoes to 
table. 

I could go on indefinitely with recipes 
we collected on the continent but I must 
devote a little space to a faw of the good 
dishes we found in England. Far less 
variety is offered there than across the 
channel but some savory compounds came 
our way and it gives me pleasure to offer 
directions for them.

@ up our minds to fmprove each of 
these odd moments and hours.

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Daily Duties Also Restful. 

Reaching up to shelves, whether for a book 
or a box Or anything at all, will exercise the 
arms and shoulders and lengthen the waist 
if guch duties are thought of as exercises. 
Thought makes the motive of movement, as 
it mekes the motive of rest. The rule works 
both ways; as daily duties may be made 
beneficial exercises, so also may daily duties 
be mace restful. 

If when taking a seat in a car, going to or 
from either places of work or amusement, 
one would sit comfortably, let go all pres- 
sure and etrain of body and limb, and just 
give the mind a rest, for even afew moments. 
not thinking of who is in the car or what 
they have on, not looking out of the window 
te see what is passing, not thinking of any 
of the work to come nor the work that has 
been done, draw a few deep, long breaths, 
relaxing hands and feet at the same time, 
one can re#tore the equilibrium in that short 
time and rest body and mind to a surprising 
extent. | 

Dr. Langmaid of Boston, a.great throat 
specialist, told me that if people would take 
their reilroad trips as restful relaxations 
they would be benefited by them thoroughly. 

The trouble with most people is that they 
want to be entertained whenever they havea 
leisure hour or two. They cannot sit still 
and take absolute rest when they have the 
chance; they must do something—talk, read, 
play cards, ort. -heinigminds ig some way— 
whereas every oc asionthey haxe to sit dowr. 

alone should be used asa rest. 
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Relax While Walking. 

When walking be determined to walk cor- 
rectly. “Tearn to relax while walking. A 
graceful walk is natura! towmany, especially 
those who are not s«}f-conscious; others may 
acquire it by practice. Theories with regard 
to its accomplishment are numerous and 


varying. Naturally they are also somewhat 


contradictory, since the movements of the 
graceful women of all countries differ.as 
widely as do their types of beauty; and every 
atthor and artist has his favorite type, which 
he pronounces the only perfect one. 

A composite type results in the recom- 
mendation. of a gliding walk with most of 
the action dependent upon the thighs, the 
feet swinging from the relaxed knees into 
patural afd graceful positions. 

There are almost as many walks ag there 
are individuals. It is temperamental, as 
much an indication of the habits, character, 
and emotions as the voice. The perfect walk 
must be straight, each step a foot apart— 
your own foot, not the ordinary foot measure. 

Bobbing up and down, pitching, rolling, 
strutting must be avoided as gymnastic 
crimes. _The great work of the movement 
falle to the lot of the thigh, the vital divisidn 
of the leg. This is the strongest portion of 
the frame. The foot should be lifted but 
slightly, and although in its natural! state 
it is “fashioned to-grasp the ground,” yet 
when clothed in the coverings invented by 


‘man often, unfortunately, the heel must 


first touch the ground. Remember, heavily 
striking the heel in walking is not only detri- 


mental to health from the succession of 


shocks given the system and brain, but is

Do. not follow 
fashionable. fads in locetrietion. far none of 
them ever Bas or ever will be an exponent »f 
grace. Let lofty thoughts inspire the pose 
and nature will take care of the action. 

Grace in repose is more difficult of attain- 
ment than graceinaction. In thelatter there 
are necessarily varying attitudes. A person 
who constantly changes her position’ while 
sitting lowes all that dignity of repose which 
ie so closely allied with grace. She makesa

uncomfortable all observers. 

A rigid Uprag Dt position, uw. . » ore Mo- 
mentarily expecting to encounter a calamity, 
is one of the frequent sitting postures ‘n 
which every possible tendency to grace !s 
totally obditterated. It is strained, uncom- 
fortable, and unnatural and should be avoid- 
ed. Its opposite, however, when the edge of 
the chair seat is made the balancing point 
for extended limbs and reclining shoulders, 
is not-:only indicative of bad breeding but is 
reprehensible beyond question, no matter 
how comfortable the sitter, who is usually 
a man, may be.

Proper Way to Sit. 


Occupy the whole seat of an ordinary chair 
and lean upon its back so far as you may 
without detracting from an eagy, refined, and 
graceful position. It must be admitted that 
modern furniture is not universally com- 
fortable, and curves that would be conducive 
to ease are often sacrificed for lines pleasing 
to the eye; but as yet every article at least 
has one or two redeeming features, of whicb 
every sitter may take advantage in maintain- 
m@ a graceful pose.

By shaking it up in the hands 
the hard grains settled to the bottom of the 
kettle. Then we salted one dishpan full and 
filled 60 cents’ worth of the salted corn 19 
the bags. These I sold for 5 cents each. 
Then we put two cups of granulated sugar 
and one-half cup of vinegar on to boil until 
it would harden in cold water. That was 
poured over corn and stirred. When cool 
enough we made it into large balls, which I 
sold two for a nickel. 
Mother lined the basket with a nice white 
paper and arranged the balls and paper gacks 
so that the basket, when full, held $1.10 worth 
of corn. Then mother dressed me and combed 
my hair neatly, and with my purse in one 
hand and my basket over my arm, I was ready 
to kisa mamma good-by. She always said. 
“Good luck, be a lady, and always be po- 
lite.”’ 
I went to the business houses first. They 
almost always bought from me. If I did not 
sell out I would go to private families. |! 
would be home in two or three hours. My 
mother never allowed me on the streets after 
dark, and I only sold corn after school hours 
and on Saturdays. 
After a while, as my trade increased, my 
mother added home made candy to my list. 
So my advice, young as I am, to all who 
expect to be before the public, is always to be 
polite. If people do refuse sometimes, kesp 
up your smile and thank them just the same. 
By doing so you will come out victorious in 
the end. 
In about three months I cleared $33, on 
which I am now drawing 4 per cent interest, 
and of which I am very proud.

A comparatively simple but effective waist 
recently see was made as follows: A loose 
white silk lining made like any simple un- 
lined shirt waist, buttoning up the back, 
formed the foundation. A yoke and collar 
of shadow lace, cut in one piece and lined 
with two thicknesses of white chiffon, was 
laid over the waist lining and stitched firmly 
to it. 

Attached to the sleeve lining were cuffs of 

the game lace. Over the lining was the gray 
chiffon, shaped exactly Hke the lining and 
stitched into its seams, cut out, of course, 
around the lace yoke. At the bottom of 
the yoke back and front the chiffon was 
stitched to the lace yoke, but above the line 
of stitching was a hemstitched line of the 
chiffon. 
Passing over the shoulders and extending 
to the waist line back and front, leaving a 
six inch space between,the width of the lace 
yoke, were two triple sets of bretelles, about 
three and one-half inches wide. The top 
bretelle, edged with’ hemstitching, was of 
gray chiffon; the second, extending beyond 
thefirst about half an inch, was of the shadow 
lace, and the third of white chiffon, edged 
like the first with hemstitching. This white 
chiffon extended about an inch and a half 
beyond the lace. 

An inch and a haif band of the chiffon was 
attached to the outside of the sleeve, run- 
ning from the shoulder to within two inches 
of the bottom of the sleeve, and then pass- 
ing around it. The inner edges of bretelies 
and band were all hemstitched and attached 
to the gray chiffon of the waist by means of 
it. A fold of the white chiffon hemetitched 
like the rest edged the collar. 

Further trimming was furnished by three 
groups of tiny white satin buttons and gray 
cord loops, three in each, the groups three 
inches apart following the line of the gray 
e“iffon bretelle down the front of the waist.

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NY one who is looking for a quiet place 
‘in whieh to sequester himgelf during, 
the fortheoming months of political 
storm is advised to go to the Out Is- 
lands of the Bahamas. The roar of the great 
highways of the world seldom carries that far, 
and whem it does. it «comes dim and muffled 
and long délayed.. It will be many months 
before the news of the Titanic .tragedy filters 


through the remote islands.of ‘the group, and - 
thet it will be.so old as tu seem like history 


rather than a subject of contemporaneous in- 
terest. Once in a while a laggy, little native 


schooner touches some of the larger islands, 
but hardly often enough to bregk into the” 


slumbering Monotony of. island life. 

The Out Islanda lie strung out like a giant 
windrolyy While the ‘tearing boom of the big 
Atlantie surges to the eastward. The people 
are all black, with now and then a white 
trader: or, a white missionary vainly strug- 
giing to reclaim the natives from, their voo- 
doo “worship. There ig little or no written 
literature about the islands, and in «many 
places the waters are found to be only in- 
differently charted: Writers on the West 
Indies skip en to the islands farther south, 
where history and nature have combined to 
produce more fruitful and pleasing fields for 
' pleasure and exploration; so that, in ¢onse- 
quence, the one who travels in the Out Is- 
lands is likely to consider himself something 

Eleuthera jsland is where we first landed 
in the far flung crescent of coral, and the 


_ story af our reception there has been told in 


a preceeding Story. We had hoped to find 
traces of the ancient pirates in Elenthera, but 
there were none that stood, the test of search- 


ing investigation. The island is honeycombed ° 


with caves, om account of its coral formation, 
, but so fat as we could discover these caves 
had never sheltered a band of bearded buc- 


caneers or harbored an iron bound chest.of © 


treasure. Tt was most. disappointing. When 


we questioned the natives about pirates they 
woul@ cheerfully agree that in the old days 


there were many pirates in the neighborhood, 
but We suspected they were telling us what 
they , shrewdly thought we wanted to hear. 
If we had jnquired about anthropophagi and 
troglodytes, I think. we could have gotten just 
as satisfactory information. | 

The natives of Eleuthera are descendants of 
slaves brought hither long.ago by Scotch set- 
tlers or-American political refugees. Conse- 
quently we found them bearing distinguished 
Scotch, and American names, and_yet at the 
same*time they were devoted disciples of the 
voodeo faith. It seemed somewhat incon- 
gruous to find a black Gordon or an ebony 
Oglethorpe consulting. an “obeah” doctor in 
order to have the evil eye placed on a rival 
in business or love, There were “charms” 
for all purposes, ranging from crops and 
. babies to affairs of the heart and the health. 
Moraliy the people are content with a shock- 
ingly low standard, but this was found to be 


true of all the islands of the group, and in 


view of the conditions of life was not alto- 
gether unexpected. 

West of Eleuthera is the Exuma group, in 
which there are nearly two hundred little 
islets and quays, while southeast of Eleuthera 
is an island celebrated in history. . It is Cat 
island, or San Salvador, where Columbus is 
supposed to .have landed. te 

As we never had heard ef anybody except- 
ing the distinguished Genoan navigator who 
had been there, we thought it would be well 
to visit the place. 

. So, with our searchlight and our phono- 


“graph and our little hand electric lights, we 


withdrew from Eleuthera and left the natives 
with something to talk about for weeks to 
come. 

A rolling sea was tumbling the yacht about 
as we got under way and the captain was 
squinting anxiously at some clouds that were 
banking up to the southwest. There was a 
threat of a blow ahead and the prospect was 
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Ancient Pirates Naming Cat Island. 
not altogether a welcome one. ‘We had ex- 
perienced enough rough weather to last for a 
Just to the south of Eleuthera is Little San 
Salvador, a beautiful strip of tropic loveliness, 
and between the two there is an open stretch 
of ten miles through which the big winds and - 
seas of the Atlantic tear and rage as through 


a funnel. When the Heather struck this open 


stretch the effect was instantaneously notice- 
able. Everybody had to hold on. The. yacht 
staggered and swung and reeled drunkenly. 
It was trying to impersonate a bucking 
broncho and a dice box both at the same 
time. (he breakfast hour was set forward, 


for various reasons, one of which’ was that — 


the cook could not keep his pots and kettles 
on the galley stove. .The steward, a black 
boy shipped at Nassau, faded entirely out of 
active sérvice,:and the ship’s company united 
in a fervent hope that we should soon get 
under the lee of Little San Salvador.

of reaching land was almost as attractive as 
it must have been to Columbus, seventy days 
out from Palos. 

There isn’t much of an anchorage on the 
west coast of Cat island, but we finally got 
into a little bight where we could get some pro- 
tection from a “norther.” The wind was 
shifting around so that a blow from that 
quarter was probable. If it swung around to 
the northwest we might have to shift anchor- 
age, but for the present we seemed safe enough 
in the little bight, protected on the north by 
Fernandez keys. 

A heavy sea was running and there was 


rather a poor outlook for getting ashore. A 


few houses were scattered along the beach 
and a number of natives were watching us. 
The news of our arrival apparently was. 
spreading, for we soon saw natives on horses 
dashing up to view the strange craft that so 
mysteriously had appeared on the scene. A 
low range ef wooded hills formed the back- 
bone of the island, some of the hills being 
among the highest in the whole range of the 
Out Islands. They were over 400 feet high, 
which is pretty high for a coral island. 

For a long time we rocked at our anchor- 
age, a circumstance which gave to our move- 
‘ments a certain element of mystery to those 
watching us from the shore. A native fish- 
ing boat, beating in to escape the blow, cau- 
tiously drew ‘near to observe us, and by many 
frantic signals we conveyed to them our wish 


to be put ashore. . 


A savage surf was breaking on the beach, 
and when we neared: it we perceived that our 
landing was to be a matter requiring consid- 
erable skill and entailing some uncertainty. 
The native boatmen executed a most circum- 
spect approach and were waiting for the 
psychological moment to effect a'* landing. 
They perhaps would not have called ‘it that, 
but the purpose was just the same. 
the psychological moment happily coincided 
with a moderate surge and we:scrambled out 
and dashed up out of reach of a big roller 
inward bound. 

Here we were greeted by the population. 
School had been adjourned and the school- 
master, being the person of greatest impor- 
tance in the place, was present to inquire into 
our strange purpose in visiting that remote 
and untraveled spot, as well as to present us 
with the keys to the city if nécessary. ‘The 
It simply was called 
The Bight. There were no white people in 
evidence, although we afterwards found that 
a white trader has -a little store far up the 
beach. 

Seeing a town in the Out Islands is a sim- 
ple matter. In the first place, there ig noth- 
ing much to see, and, in the second place, 
what there is to see is usually stretched out 
along the beach. They thus have all their 
goods in the show window. 

The chief interest is ethnologic rather than 
scenic. So, with the schoolmaster ds a guide 
and the population as an interested retinue, 
we proceeded along “ Main” street to the 
schoolhouse. It was the largest house in the 
place, except the church. 

A hundred littl black Cat islanders were 
assembled in the schoolhouse and the school- 
master put his prize class in reading through 
their paces. We sat up in front, like visit- 
ing commissioners in a country school. Two 
hundred alert and curious eyes watched every 
move we made, and when one of our num- 
ber asked a few questions to develop the ex- 
tent of the geographical knowledge of some of 
the children the interest of the others reached 
a fever heat. They were bright children, but 
if they remain in Cat island their brightness 
will not be subjected to any exacting demands. 
There is evident no great opportunity for them 
to develop much beyond fishermen and small 
farmers. 

The school adjourned to be photographed,’ 
after which -we visited the minister, a very. 


_ 


. intelligent. negro who had traveled a good 
‘deal and who only recently had arrived. Just 


now he was racked with fever and was not 
looking forward to his .term of service in The 
Bight with the eager zeal of an enthusiast. 
The church, crudely but tastefully built, was 
exhibited as his eontribution to our sight 
seeing trip. In his house was a Teddy bedr, 


‘ showing .that he clung to.civilization at least 
‘to that degree. a 


The morals of the people Were very

moral tone of the locality, and later when we 
visited him we could quite believe it. 

We had brought our guns ashore in the 
expectation that we might get some duck 
shooting along the shallow lagoons along the 
beach. It was then that we heard for the 
first time that there was a good sized lake 
some distance inland and that ducks often 
were to be found on it. The lake interested 
us, not because of the ducks, but becanse it 
seemed to throw a little light on the subject 
of Columbus’ first landing place. 


For nearly four hundred years it has been 
accepted that Columbus first came ashore on | 


the island of San Salvador, or Guanahani, 
as the natives of his day called it. Columbus 
rechristened it San Salvador, and for cenm- 
_ turies it ‘has been supposed that Guanahani 

is what today is called-Cat island. In Wagh- 
ington Irving’s history of Columbus Cat is- 
land is given as the first landing place, and 
Irving's conclusions are reinforced by the 
journal of Columbus, as well as historical 
material from many other sources. Of late 
years a controversy has sprung up in the 
matter. Many investigators claim that Co- 
lumbus’ first call was Watling’s island, thirty 
miles east of Cat island. These investigators 
support their claim by the statement that 
Watling’s island has the only interior body 
of water found in this region, inasmuch as Co- 
lumbus, in his journal, makes particular men- 
tion of a lake similar to this one of Wat- 
lings. “This staggering piece of evidence is 
supposed to have smashed the claims of the 
Cat island contestants. Watling’s had the 
only interior body of water! 

For this reason we were surprised and in- 
terested to learn of Cat island's interier body 
of water, even though it seems incredible that 
investigators had never made the discovery of 
such an important piece of evidence. 

The Cat island claimants contend that Co- 

* lumbus passed Watling’s in the night. The 

* navigator thought he Saw lights in the dis- 
tance and this fact was the subject of inter- 
ested comment on board. 
his way, however, and the next morning land- 
ed on Cat island. The lights he saw were 
lights on Watling's. 

In consequence of this controversy abant 
‘olumbus and his first landing place we were 
eager to see the interior body of water. Some 

* natives secured horses for us and with a 
small retinue of attendants we rode up the 
beach and then struck inland. Three or four 
miles in the interior we came upon a beautiful 
lake about a mile in width and perhaps a4 
mile long. It nestled down among the wooded 
hills, and upon its surface swam many ducks. 
On its shores some native women wére wash- 
ing hemp. We found the water slightly brack- 
ish, but there was no doubt that it has been 
a laRe of some depth as long as the island has 
been an island. 

When Columbus landed, as he probably did 
on the southeast point of the island—now 
called Columbus point—his men could have 
stood on a hilltop and seen this little lake to 
the northward. ) 

As a duck shooting expedition our efforts 
were not crowned with success, but we had 
found a lake where the higtorical investiga- 
tors have long contended there isn’t one. 

It is more than likely that most of the 
Columbian investigators have drawn their con- 
clusions from books and not as a result of 
personal research in the islands. i 

Watling’s now has a monument, erected by 
a couple of enterprising newspaper men, and 
this monument definitely awards the palm to 

‘atling’s. But there is no gaod reason why 
some one else should not go down to Cat is- 
land and érect another monument giving the 
glory to that spot. I 

If we had not been-more concerned in trac- 
ing the footsteps of the pirates and buc- 
caneers ‘than in settling vexatious historical 
controversies, we might have put up'a small 
monument on Cat island. 

I.don't remember that Columbus said any- 
thing about goats, but there are a lot of goats 
on the island. There are more goats than 
cats. .Just why it is called Cat island is one 


‘of those inscrutable mysteries of geography. 


Down at Columbus pdint, where the famous 
navigator landed, the Santa Maria, one of 
Admiral Cervera's cruisers that was salvaged 
after the battle of Santiago, stranded and was 
lost. It seems significant that a vessel of 
that name, the same as the. one borne by 
Columbus’ flagship, should have foundered at 
such an appropriate spot. When the inevi- 
table _wreckers approached to dismantle the 


» warship'a big black cat leaped from it to the 


rocks and ran into the woods, although it was. 
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not from this circumstance that the island 
received its modern name. Just who bestowed 
this appellation is not known, but the his- 
torians say that it was probably some one of 
the buccaneers who made the island their 
rendezvous. At any rate, it sounds as though 
it had been named by a buccaneer. 


. apybody else could have done better. 


We found lots of pirate material on Cat 
island. In one of the little streams just north 
of The Bight ie where the pirates used to 
careen their ships. It was a perfect haven 
for the sloops and long, low, rakish craft of 


the brethren of the coast.. One of the natives. 


said that treasure. was supposed to be buried 
on the island near the careening ground, but 
all efforts to locate it had been unsuccessful. 

We. visited the white trader. He was a 
bachelor with a leer like a satyr. Twice the 
natives have burned his store, but he persists 
in remaining there, fortified by many drinks 
of whisky every day. He was mildly intoxi- 


— _ 


cated when we called and at once proceeded 
to become more so. 

His store and house stand quite removed 
from the rest of the settlement, and in a spot 
which is beautiful. Great palm trees wave 
above, while a few steps from his door lies 
the broad crescent of white beach, with the 
big rollers smashing. in with an endless roar. 
We went swimming in the surf, a thing that 
the trader never did. He said the water was 
full of sharks, but from observation of his 
bibulous tendencies I think his aversion was 
more to the water than to the sharks. 

There are lots of wreckers in Cat island, 
for wrecking is an important by-product of 
industry. At other times the natives devote 
their efforts to the growing of sisal hemp, 
peanuts, yams, and pineapples. The last 
named industry has been killed by the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff bill, but the peanuts and sisal 
still endure. 

It was. night when we went aboard our 
yacht. The sea was still heavy with ominous

black clouds massing up in the northwest. 

While we had been ashore exploring and 
making discoveries our new cook had like- 
wise been engaged.

The next day was a gray and cheerless one. 
The sea was yellow and angry, the skies lead- 
en and bleak. We had to shift anchorage to 
escape dragging our anchor, and our new 
anchorage was far to the north, where we 
hugged the meager protection of Fernandez 


keys and where communication with the shore 


was still possible. 

In due time the cook’s wife, child, and an 
elderly chaperon appeared. The wife was a 
nice looking young woman and the child had 
the complexion and eyes of its father. The 
reunion was friendly, but not especially de- 
monstrative for a man and wife who had not 
seen each other for two or three years. The 
cook said it was three years since he had seen 
her, and: the wife said it was two years. It 
is evident that it seemed longer to the cook. 

All day long the visitors sat around while 
the cook worked in the galley, and all day 


- Jong the storm raged out in the open sea. ‘In 


the evening the visitors went ashore and the 
cook asked permission to spend the evening 
with them.

Home a Natural Selection. 

The Skokie “sloo” still mothers many a 
wild beauty, but it must inevitably be drained, 
and that means “ good-by ” to the water lov- 
ing plants that have congregated there. For 


by a process of natural selection each plant 


picks out for its home that place which is best 
fitted to supply its needs. 

Cultivation is the arch enemy of the wild 
fiower. The farmer ruthlessly upturns them 
and replaces them with plants more valuable 
to man. Clearing forest areas and. draining 
swamps change the condition of .the soil, 
amount.of heat and sun, etc., and the wild 


' plants die immediately. Forestry agitation is 
‘helpful, for saving the forests means saving 


the flowers, too. Cone bearing trees deposit 
beneath them a warm blanket of needles 
which supplies the needed shelter for many 
frail plants. But coniferous forests are par- 
ticularly liable toravages by fire. The mat: 
tress of needles spreads the flame-over miles 
of territory. Even the soil itself is burned 
out. And with it every vestige of plant life.

Strict Orders Against Letters. 

“Onur orders. are so strict against putting 
anything personal into packages of the firm 
that we have no difficulties along that line,” 
said the employment manager of Sears, Roe- 
buck & Co. “ We send out on an average 
10,000,000 parcels and boxes in a year. Of 
this number there were only two offenses: last 
vear. Our employés understand that no writ- 
ing must go into the firm's boxes and delay 
their delivery. No rules are posted. The 
packers simply explain to a new hand that a 
box packed properly contains nothing but the 
firm’s goods.” 

“ Correspondence of any kind and the send- 
ing of addresses in our boxes of candy are pro- 
hibited.” said the manager of the National 
Candy company. 

“ There is no opportunity for writing in our 
workrooms, as packing is done by machinery,” 
said the foreman of the National Biscuit com- 
pany. |

Dangers in Rural Localities. 

In rural] localities there are still other dan- 
gers. In large cities there is always a market 
for wild flowers. The younger members of 
the farmer’s family can easily add quite a 
considerable sum to the parental hoard by 
gathering flowers in the meadows and woods 
and vending them on street corners or curbs 
in the city. Trailing arbutus has almost com- 
pletely disappeared from our woods because of 
this traffic, for in gathering it the stem and 
leaves also must be plucked. Only weeds can 
withstand such vandalism, Unless some re- 
striction is ut upon the picking of trailing 


arbutus it will soon be only a matter of his-. 


tory. 

The average school child, particularly the 
city child, ,is destructive. He instinctively 
loves beauty, and immediately he sees it wants 
to possess it. ~Flowers in the parks or gar- 
dens at home only partially satisfy this hun- 
gér, for he may not, pick or handle them. ‘The 
windows of the florist’s shop tempt many a 
youngster, who peers longingly at-the fragrant 
treasures so often far beyond his reach. So 
once he is. “let loose” in the woods his greed- 
iness knows no bounds; he picks until he is 
tired and his beanty appetite satiated, and 
goes back to, the city loaded with fragile beau-

Every open tract where wild flowers will 
grow should be provided with signs asking the 
public at large not to pick flowers. The 
thoughtless and indiscriminate picking of 
flowers, the breaking off of branches and twigs 
of flowering trees and shrubs—these and sim- 
ilar acts of vandalism perpetrated for the 
most part by pérsons who ought to know bet- 
ter are fast decreasing the healthful pleasure 
and interest of woodland walks and making 
our landscapes a monotonous blur of brick, 
stone, and sub baked earth. 

There are certain other causes for the ex- 
tinction of the wild flower with which it ‘s 
difficult to cope. The building of towns, lav- 
ing out of highways, and the cultivation of 
large tracts of. farm lands—these mean the 
killing of forest tracts. Wherever, from any 
cause whatsoever, woodland disappears, the 
delicate wild flowers which flourish only in 
their native soil of leaf mold are also sure 
to go. As soon as we dry out the ground, 
whether by burning, cutting out, or plowing, 
these somewhat fastidious plants are done for. 

If flowers must be picked, there are right 
ways and wrong ways of doing it. If prop- 


erly gathered, many kinds can be picked con- . 


tinuously durifg their period of blooming 
without injuring the plant; others must be 


picked sparingly.

How to Gather Wid Flowers. 

They should mot be gathered near walks 
or driveways, for there they give most pleas- 
ure and are least exposed to injury. As little 
as possible of the leaf or leaf stem should be 
taken away with the flower, and under- 
ground roots and stems should never be dis- 
turbed. Rare or unusual flowers should not 
be gathered, except for scientific purposes.

Dutchman's breeches has 
hardy, granular roots, but fire or building will 
kill it immediately.

Wild Rose Still Plentiful. 

The wild rose is so ornamental! that it bas 
been somewhat protected and cared for and 
is still quite plentiful. The wild geranium 
and blue flags wither quickly, so that the 
picking of them becomes nothing less than 
waaton waste. Gentians, bluets, harebells, 
and lobelias are delicate; in gathering, them 
they are generally uprooted, which is almost 
criminal. Chicory, tansy, boneset, sunflow- 
ers, and thistles have long, thick roots, scat- 
ter their seeds far and wide, and so are 
abundantly able to take care of themselves 
and may be gathered to your heart's content.

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GARBAGE DEBATE 


Citizens’ “Association Wants 
~ Contraet-Let or City to 
Build Plant. 


BIG PROFITS ELSEWHERE. 


Figures from New York Indicate 
- Chicago Has Been Paying 
Too Much, 
olsidtetiaiese 


Consideration of 4 municipa) garbage re- 
duction plant and immediate advertising for 
bids to reduce the city’s garbage in case 4 


approval of the present administration are 
urged in a report on the garbage situation 
made public yesterday by the Citizens’ asso- 
ciation. 

The report, consisting of seventeen type- 
written pages, discusses the garbage ques- 
tion in Chicago in detall and cites cost 
figures in other cities showing this city is 
paying far higher rates for garbage dis- 
posal] than other large municipalities. The 
demand of the Chicago Reduction company 
for a renewal of its present contract under 
existing terms is not thought to contain the 
most advantageous terms that the city can 
make, the report states. 


If No Plant, Favor Lowest Bidder. 

The experts of the association are unequiv- 
ocally in favor of the city giving the contract- 
to the lowest responsible bidder if it doesnot 
decide to operate its own plant. The follow- 
ing recomMendations are made: . 

“The high cost of garbage collection in 
Chicago, as compared with other eities, calls 
for an expert survey of that branch of the 
city’s service with a view to placing it upon 
&@ more systematic and economical basis. 
Such a survey might well be extended to 
cover the collection of ashes and miscellane- 
ous rubbish. Only by treating the disposal 
of ail the city’s wastes, as far as possible, as 
a single engineering problem can the max- 
imum of economy and efficiency be attained. 

“ We believe that this city might well make 
use of the incineration method in disposing 
of the garbage of the Eighth and Ninth 
wards and perhaps other outlying wards. 
Incinerators fn these districts, such as those 
now used in Milwaukee and other cities, prob- 
ably would prove economical, since they 
would dispose of the mixed refuse and save 
the expense of long hauls. At any rate, they 
also would abolish the worst remaining 
dump nuisances in the city, which even a pa- 
tient and long suffering public will not tol- 
erate much longer. 


, Would Use Street Railway Cars. 

“ One way of effecting a large saving woy!d 
be to utilize street railway cars, as far as 
possible, for hauling garbage to the loading 
stations and to the reduction plant. This 
plan has worked well elsewhere and pro- 
vision was made for such service in the 
traction ordinances. By using steel cars 
such as are used for that purpose in Colum- 
bus, any nulsance could be avoided. 

“In order to obtain advantageous terms 
for the city it will be necessary for the city 
council, without delay, to call for bids on 
garbage reduction for the five year term be- 
ginning Sept. 1, 1913. As the present con- 
tract will expire in about fifteen months, 
and as the successful bidder should be al- 
lowed a year in which to erect the necessary 
plant, it is plain that prompt action in ob- 
taining competitive bids is now necessary. 
Further @elay fi calling for bids will inure 
greatly. to the advantage of the present con- 
tractor. 

“All bids should be based upor a pros- 
pective partnership to be entered into be- 
tween the successful bidder and the city of 
Chicago along the lines of the traction ordi- 
nance of 1907, which should provide for a 
division of garbage disposal profita 


Show Value of Partnership. 

“Under such a partnership contract the 
city would not only save the $47,500 per year 
which it now pays to the contractor, but 
would receive something like a fair financial 
return during the five year term of the con- 
tract; and by reason of having free access to 
the books of the contractor during that 
period would gain exact information as to 
the actual value of its garbage, which would 
be of great value thereafter. 

** Since the experience of the city of Cleve- 
land has shown conclusively that Chicago 
not only ought to be able during the next 
five year contract period to save the $47,500 
per year which the city now pays to the con- 
tractor, but should derive a considerable 
annual income from the reduction of its 
garbage; and since there is apparently no 
reason why Chicago should not be able to 
operate a municipal garbage reduction plant 
as cheaply and efficiently as Cleveland is 
doing, we believe that the city council, pend- 
ing the opening of bids, should give immedi- 
ate consideration to the advisability of estab- 
lishing such a plant here, so that if a satisfac- 
tory bid is not received the city may be in a 
position to establish its own plant.” 


Show Comparative Data. 

The figures on garbage reduction and dis- 
posal, as gathéred by the association, are 
considered in the report to Chicago's dis- 
advantage. 

“ In order to give some idea of the compara- 
tive cost of garbage collection and reduc- 
tion in other cities,"” says the report, “ w 
present the following data, compiled from 
official reports, regarding New York, Cleve- 
land, and Washington. During the last 
three months the Citigens’ association has.

other cities, but has selected these three be- 
cause the conditions under which the work 
had to be performed in them perhaps most 
nearly approximate the conditions which 
prevail in Chicago, and because the service 
in each ts efficient.

State Department Investigates 
European Methods of Mak- 
ing Loans on Land. 


TO MAKE MONEY CHEAPER 


Would Allow Agriculturist to 
Borrow on Equal Terms 
with Corporations. 


Washington, D. C., May 25.—[Special.)}— 
Cheaper money for the borrowing American 
farmer is the object of an investigation re- 
cently undertaken by the state department 
through five of ite ambassadors in Europe. 

In America the farmer today pays @ higher 
rate of interest for his money, proportionate 
to the security which he offers in bis farm- 
land mortgege, than elmost any other clase 
of investors in the country. Im Duroape the 
farmer borrows On equal terms with the big- 
gest railroad, industrial corporation, or mu- 
nicipality. 

President Taft wants to introduce the Ev- 
ropean system in this country so that the 
American farmer can raise money on his 
farm through e bond salable ih any part of 
the country. Cheap money, thinks Mr. Taft, 
wil) put it in the power of the semali farmer, 
or the tenant who wants to start out for him- 
self, to get his farm on a paying basis with- 
out shouldering a staggering burden at the 
outset. It would thus do more than all else 
to advance the ” back-to-the-farm ” idea. 


Similar to Credit Foncier. 

When the work in Europe is completed 
the state department will prepare an organ- 
ization plan to fit the scheme to American 
conditions and a legislative program will 
probably be.mapped out for the president to 
submit to congress. The investigation is 
centered about the Credit Foncier of France 
and the Landschaften of Germany. 

The Credit Foncier is a Mmited liability 
company operated under the supervision of 
‘the French government for the purpose of 
lending money to public service corporations, 
communities, counties, and landowners, and 
to create and negotiate bonds based on mort- 
gages which are limited to the amount due 
from the lender.

When we reached the second-cabin promenade 
deck, we found a great many people there. Some 
officers were walking up and down, and shouting: 
“There is no danger, no danger whatever!” It was 
a clear starlight night, but very cold. There was not 
a ripple on the sea. A few of the passengers were 
standing by the rail, and looking down; but I want 
to say that, at that time, no one was frightened. 

My husband stepped over to an officer —it was 
either Fifth Officer Harold Lowe or First Officer 
Murdock — and asked him a question. I heard him 
shout back: 

“No, we have no searchlight; but we have a few 
rockets on board. Keep calm! There is no danger!” 

Our party of three stood close together. I did not 
recognize any of the other faces about me, probably 
because of the excitement. I never went near the 
first-eabin promenade deck, so did not see any of the 
prominent people on board. 

Suddenly there was a commotion near one of the 
gangways, and we saw a stoker come climbing up 
from below. He stopped a few feet away from us. 
All the fingers of one hand had been cut off: Blood 
was running from the stumps, and blood was spat- 
tered over his face and over his clothes. The red 
marks showed very clearly against the coal dust with 
which he was covered. 

I started over and spoke to him. I asked him if 
there was any danger. 

“Dynger!” he screamed, at the top of his voice. 
“T should just sye so! It’s ’ell down below. Look at 
me! This boat ‘ll sink like a log in ten minutes.” 

He staggered away, and lay down, fainting, with 
his head on a coil of rope. And at that moment I got 
my first grip of fear — awful, sickening fear. That 
poor man with his bleeding hand and his speckled 
face, brought up a picture of smashed engines and 
mangled human bodies. I hung on to my husband’s 
art., and although he was very brave and was not 
trembling, I saw that his face was as white as paper. 
We realized that the accident was much worse than 
we had supposed; but even then I, and all the others 
about me of whom I have any knowledge, did not 
believe that the Titanic could go down. 

The officers, now, were running to and fro, and ‘ 
shouting orders. I have no clear idea of what hap- 
pened during the next quarter of an hour. The time 
seemed much shorter; but it must have been between 
ten and fifteen minutes. I saw First Officer Mur- 
dock place guards by the gangways, to prevent others 
like the wounded stoker from coming on deck. How 
many unhappy men were shut off in that way from 
their one chance of safety I do not know; but Mr. 
Murdock was probably right. He was a masterful 
man, astoundingly brave and cool. I had met him 
the day before, when he was inspecting the second- 
cabin quarters, and thought him a bull-dog of a man 
who would not be afraid of anything. This proved 

to be true; he kept order to the last, and died at his

Those in charge must have herded us toward the 
nearest boat deck; for that is where I presently found 
myself, still clinging to my husband’s arm, and: with 
litt‘> Marjorie beside me.

“Then how,” asked the Author, “shall I write a 
Great Short Story; for I am determined to make 
one?” 

The Editor said: “It must be a thing done out 
of your own very heart’s blood; it must wince with 
your pain, laugh with your joy and sadden with 
your sorrow. It must be set amid such surroundings 
as most of your readers know, that they may feel 
your story as their own. This is the only way to 
produce a Great Short Story.” 

So, the Author brought forth from his memory a 
passion long dead; and once more, as he wrote, he 
suffered all its bitter agonv. its fever, ‘its longing

aud rapture. When it was finished, the Author was 
as one sick with suffering.

The Author asked: “How then, shall I write a 
Great Short Story; for I am bound to do it?”

from what I have read in the newspapers, 
it must have been Mr. J. Bruce Ismay, 
the managing director of the line. 

The third boat was about half full when 
a sailor caught Marjorie, my daughter, in 
his arms, tore her away from me and 
threw her into the boat. She was not even 
given a chance to tell her father good-by! 

‘¢You, too!’’ a man yelled close to my 
ear. ‘*You ‘re a woman. Take a seat in 
that boat, or it will be too late.’’ 

The deck seemed to be slipping under 
my feet. It was leaning at a sharp angle; 
for the ship was then sinking fast, bows 
down. I clung desperately to my husband. 
I do not know what I said; but I shall 


A man seized me by the arm. Then, 
another threw both his arms about my 
waist and dragged me away by main 


strength. I heard my husband say: ‘‘Go, 
Lotty! For God’s sake, be brave, and

'The men who held me rushed me across 


the deck, and hurled me bodily into the 
lifeboat. I landed on one shoulder and 
bruised it badly. Other women were 
crowding behind me; but I stumbled to my 
feet and saw over their heads my hus- 
band’s back, as he walked steadily down 
the deck and disappeared among the men. 
Iiis face was turned away, so that I never 
saw it again; but I know that he went 
unafraid to his death. 

His last words, when he said that he 


‘would get a seat in another boat, buoyed 


me up until every vestige of hope was 
gone. Many women were strengthened by 
the same promise, or they must have gone

There were 
several such among those brave second- 
cabin passengers. I saw them standing 
beside their loved ones to the last; and 
when the roll was called the next day on 
board the Carpathia, they did not answer. 

The boat was practically full, and no 
more women were anywhere near it when 
Fifth Officer Lowe jumped in and ordered 
it lowered. The sailors on deck had started 
to obey him, when a very sad thing hap- 
pened. A young lad, hardly more than a 
school boy, a pink-cheeked lad, almost 
small enough to be counted as a child, was 
standing close to the rail. He had made 
no attempt to force his way into the boat, 
though his eyes had been fixed piteously on 
the officer. Now, when he realized that he 
was really to be left behind, his courage 
failed him. With a ery, he climbed upon 
the rail and leaped down into the boat. 
He tell among us women, and crawled 
under a seat. I and another woman cov- 
ered him up with our skirts. We wanted 
to give the poor lad a chance; but the 
officer dragged him to his feet and ordered 
him back upon the ship. 

He begged for his life. I remember 
him saying that he would not take up much 
room; but the officer drew his revolver, 
and thrust it into his face. ‘‘I give you 
just ten seconds to get back on to that 
ship before I blow your brains out!’’ he 
shouted. The lad only begged the harder, 
and I thought I should see him shot as he 
stood. But the officer suddenly changed 
his tone. He lowered his revolver, and 
looked the boy squarely in the eyes. ‘‘ For 
God’s sake, be a man!’’ he said gently. 
‘* We ’ve got women and children to save. 
We must stop at the decks lower down 
and take on women and children.’’ 

The little lad turned round and climbed 
back over the rail, without a word. He 
took a few uncertain steps, then lay face 
down upon the deck, his head beside a 
coil of rope. He was not saved. 

All the women about me were sobbing; 
and I saw my little Marjorie take the offi- 
cer’s hand. ‘‘Oh, Mr. Man, don’t shoot, 
please don’t shoot the poor man!’’ she 
was saying; and he spared the time to

As we shot down toward 
the sea, | caught a last glimpse of this 
coward. He was in the hands of about a 
dozen. men of the second cabin, They 
were driving their fists into his face, and 
he was bleeding from the nose and mouth. 

As a matter of fact, we did not stop at 
any other deck to take on other women and 
children. It would have been impossible, 
[ suppose. The bottom of our boat slapped 
the ocean, as we came down, with a force 
that I thought must shock us all overboard. 
We were drenched with ice-cold spray; but 
we hung on, and the men at the oars rowed 
us rapidly away from the wreck. 

It was then that I saw for the first 
time the iceberg that had done such ter 
rible damage. It loomed up in the clear 
starlight, a bluish-white mountain quite 
near to us. Two other icebergs lay close 
together, like twin peaks. Later, I thought 
I saw three or four more; but I can not 
be sure. Loose ice was floating in the 
water. It was very cold. 

We had gone perhaps half a mile when 
the officer ordered the men to cease ro¥ 
ing. No other boats were in sight, and we 
did not even have a lantern to signal with. 
We lay there in silence and darkness 02 
that utterly calm sea. 

I shall never forget the terrible beauty 
of the Titanie at that moment, She was 
tilted forward, head down, with her first 
funnel partly under water. .To me sh 
looked like an enormous glow worm; for 
she was alight from the rising water line, 
clear to her stern — eleetrie lights blazing 
in every cabin, lights on all the decks and 
lights at her mast heads. No 
reached us, except the musie of the band, 
which I seemed, strange to say, 
aware of for the first time. Oh, thos 
brave musicians! How wonderful they 
were! They were playing lively tune 
ragtime, and they kept it up to the very 
end. Only the engulfing ocean had powe 
to drown them into silence. 

At that distance, it was impossible @ 
recognize any one on board. But I could 
make out groups of men on every
